‘I am forced to live in 


car and eat dog food’ 




Woman tells of life 
after benefits cut

A FORMER nurse says she has been liv¬ 
ing out of her car and eating dog food 
since her benefits were cut last year. 

Ann Cumberland-Quinn, 56, who relies 
on a mobility scooter and crutches to get 
about, has struggled since her Personal In¬ 
dependence Payment (PIP) allowance was 
stopped following a review in December. 

She was then dealt a further blow when 
her Employment and Support Allowance 
(ESA) benefit was slashed to £250 a fort¬ 
night from £375 in February under gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

Ann, who is estranged from her family, 
has been living in her car in Ely on and 
off since losing her social housing bun¬ 
galow in Mildenhall in June 2015, which 
she claims was down to a mix-up with 
her ESA payment she relied upon to pay 
the rent.

AN art gallery in Ely is host¬ 
ing a prestigious selling ex¬ 
hibition of 40 original David 
Hockney prints next month. 

Following the success 
of Babylon Gallery’s Marc 
Chagall exhibition in Janu¬ 
ary, the display will feature 
limited edition Hockney 
prints and lithographs, in¬ 
cluding illustrations from 
The Brothers Grimm. 

The show will also include 
acclaimed etchings for 14 
poems from C P Cavafy, 
which arts commentator Ed¬ 
ward Lucie-Smith described 
in the 60s as “not only the 
best work I have seen by the 
artist but probably the finest 
prints produced in England 
since the war”. 

Hockney is one of the 20th 
century’s most popular and 
influential artists, whose 
most famous works adorn 
the walls of top galleries 
across the world. A retro¬ 
spective of his life’s work is 
currently on display at the 
Tate Britain in London until 
Monday. 

Caroline Cawley, director 
of Babylon ARTS, said: “We 
are so pleased to be able to 
bring this prestigious exhibi¬ 
tion to Ely and best of all the 
work will be for sale. 

“This curated show fea¬ 


tures etchings for Grimm's 
Fairy Tales from the late 60s. 
He loved both the elements 
of magic in the tales and the 
stories, these fairy tale illus¬ 
trations show an extraordi¬ 
nary range of imagery.”

I’m keeping out of the way of 
everybody. I’ve had enough and 
I’m tired. My head is banging with 
all this. — Ann Cumberland-Quinn 


have swollen up. I’ve got 
my little dog - she keeps 
me going.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions confirmed Ann 
no longer received her PIP 
allowance and had her 
ESA reduced from Febru¬ 
ary this year, but said she 
still received payments 
every two weeks. 

She declined to com¬ 
ment further. 

Angela Parmenter, 
housing and community 
safety manager from East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said: “Our hous¬ 
ing team works with any¬ 
one in the district who is 
homeless or threatened 
with potential homeless¬ 
ness. 

“We will always try to 
ensure that nobody is 
homeless whatever their 
circumstances. 

“When a person is 
considered to be vulner¬ 
able, interim temporary 
accommodation will be 
offered. However, the ap¬ 
plicant does not have to 
accept it. 

“We work tirelessly to 
prevent homelessness 
and rough sleepers in our 
district.”

Since then she has been 
left feeling overwhelmed 
trying to find the help 
she needs, relying instead 
upon homeless shelters 
and the goodwill of stran¬ 
gers. 

“I’ve been living in a car 
for a year and a half. I just 
park the car up wherever 
I can find because I’m 
ashamed. I’m keeping out 
of the way of everybody. 
I’ve had enough and I’m 
tired. My head is banging 
with all this. 

“I’ve been eating dog 
food.” 

Ann, who suffers from 
neuropathy, claims she 
received less money when 
her Disability Living Al¬ 
lowance was changed to 
a PIP allowance last June 
following changes to the 
benefits system. She says 


she can no longer afford 
the costs of housing. 

She says being of no 
fixed address is also ham¬ 
pering attempts to find a 
home. 

She continued: “I’ve got 
no family any more and 
the councils are not go¬ 
ing to house me because 
I have no connection any¬ 
where. 

“They’ve said: ‘Go live 
with your mum and dad.’ I 
said: T will be, at this rate. 
I’ll be in the ground with 
them, I can’t dig them up.’ 

“I’ve been to the MP - 
they can’t help, I’ve been 
to the Lib Dems - they 
can’t help, I’ve been to the 
mayor, I went to a coun¬ 
cillor. 

“I want some money to 
live and I’m not living, I’m 
just existing. 

“All my nerve endings 
are dead. That’s why I’m 
incontinent and my legs

A giant moving T-Rex stomped 
into the Ship of the Fens to the 
delight of excited children and to 
mark the start of the cathedral’s 
science festival. 

The not-so-dangerous 
dinosaur was mobbed by smiling 
families and even allowed 
himself to be petted by curious 
children who were taking part in 
a ‘dino dig’. 

The science festival, running 
until June 18, explores the 
scientific and natural world 
through a programme of live 
experiments, guest speakers, 
music, sci-fi film screenings, 
exhibitions and activities for all 
ages.

Drawing up a 
village plan 

I READ your recent letters page with 
interest. There was a thoughtful, 
well argued letter about transport, 
sustainability and climate change, 
which has been a major issue in the 
recent mayoral elections. 

As a long time resident of Sutton, I 
was also interested to read the letter 
regarding potential development 
in Sutton. The writer raised some 
interesting points. I would like to add 
to the discussion, with some further 
information. 

A considerable amount of work 
was done on the biodiversity of 
Sutton, and how to protect our green 
spaces. This has been written into 
the neighbourhood plan. This plan 
was based on feedback from a well 
attended open event held in Sutton 
some time ago. The biodiversity 
section, to which I contributed, 
also received input from the Sutton 
Conservation Society, on whose 
committee I sit. Several local experts 
were consulted with regard to specific 
issues, the newts in particular, and the 
key issues relating to biodiversity were 
carefully considered, including how 
they link to other topics within the 
neighbourhood plan, such as traffic 
and transport. 

As far as I am aware, the 
neighbourhood plan is still in the 
process of preparation. A planning 
inspector will be asked to review it, 
before it will be put to the residents 
of Sutton in some sort of referendum. 
Some recommendations from this 
plan will be incorporated into ECDC's 
wider strategic plan for our region. 
Members of Sutton Parish Council 
are involved with the neighbourhood 
plan's preparation, as are other village 
residents. The parish council can only 
make recommendations, it does not 
have a final say. The final decision on 
planning is made at a higher level. 

Sutton is a beautiful village, and 
those who care about it are working 
hard to protect our unique blend of 
location, community and activities, 
despite increasing pressures on 
housing, doctors and schooling. 

It may, at times, seem like the 
process of writing a neighbourhood 
plan is somewhat secretive, however, 
as far as I can tell, it requires 
hard work, given for no financial 
recompense, by people who are 
already leading busy lives. Sutton is 
one of the earliest parishes in our area 
to attempt to write a plan.

Campaigners face wait over 
factory expansion plan ruling

CAMPAIGNERS must wait to find 
out whether plans to extend a con¬ 
crete factory across 30 acres of for¬ 
mer farmland can be stopped. 

They made a legal bid to chal¬ 
lenge a planning decision by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
for the expansion. 

Concerned local people say they 
are fighting to protect their homes 
from what they believe is a blight 
on the fenland landscape at Little- 
port. 

The matter is currently awaiting 
High Court judgment after cam¬ 
paigners challenged the original 
planning approval, alleging the pro¬ 
posal had not been properly screened 
for its environmental impact. 

The local authority and devel¬ 
oper F P McCann have consented 
to judgment, and an outcome is 
expected within the next few weeks. 

The proposals would also see a 
50ft high factory, two 70ft silos, se¬ 
curity fencing and floodlights, with 
one resident, Peter Preston, fearing 
it would be like “living in the shad-

ow of a prison camp”. 

He is part of a campaign group, 
saveourfens.co.uk, who claim noise 
and pollution from the factory will 
ruin local people’s quality of life. Mr 
Preston added: “I urge neighbours 
and friends to help us preserve a 


precious part of this county.” 

The site is surrounded by farm¬ 
land and residential properties, 
prompting concerns about the loss 
of agricultural land as well as dust, 
noise, traffic and damage to the en¬ 
vironment. 


Another resident, fohn Bosdet, 
62, said: “It cannot be right that the 
council is allowing beautiful fen¬ 
land to be lost when there are sites 
available in this area already desig¬ 
nated for industrial use. 

“Obviously, it’s cheaper for F P 


McCann to build on adjacent farm¬ 
land than to find somewhere more 
suitable. But we think they are put¬ 
ting their profits before any con¬ 
cerns about the impact on residents 
or on the environment generally. 

“Ely is dominated by views of its 
beautiful cathedral. We don’t want 
Littleport dominated by views of an 
ugly concrete factory.” 

Mr Bosdet hopes more people 
will exercise their right to object and 
scrutinise the impact of the proposal. 

Rick Parisi, who lives near the 
site, said: “There have been numer¬ 
ous complaints in the past about 
noise from the existing site, so the 
suggestion that building a new 
concrete factory and more than 
doubling the size of the site will not 
create more noise and disturbance 
is frankly ridiculous.” 

Jo Brooks, operations director 
at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “We can confirm that 
the application in question is cur¬ 
rently under judicial review. This is 
an ongoing investigation, and until 
notified otherwise, the application 
is currently still approved.” 

F P McCann has been contacted 
for a comment.

Human head poses a mystery 
a year after quarry discovery

MYSTERY continues to surround 
the identity of a severed head found 
in a skip at a waste facility in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire a year ago. 

The head of a man was found in a 
quarry in Mepal on May 16 last year 
by horrified workers and was later 
confirmed as belonging to a male. 

Police searched a site in Mill Road 
in Sharnbrook, Bedfordshire, about 
50 miles away from the quarry, as 
they believed this was where the re¬ 
mains may have come from. 

Officers believe that the head 
could have been lodged in a nearby 
bridge for more than 10 years be¬ 
fore coming loose when the struc¬ 
ture was cleaned. 

Detectives from the Bedford¬ 
shire, Cambridgeshire and Hert¬ 
fordshire Major Crime Unit (MCU) 
have been working with specialists 
from the Natural History Museum 
and an odontologist since the dis¬ 
covery to determine who the man 
was and when he died. 

After conducting numerous tests 
and examinations, specialists be¬ 


Detective Inspector ferry Waite, 
from the MCU, said at the time: 
“One possible scenario we are look¬ 
ing at is that it may have been a 
tragic accident whereby the man 
was hit by a train along the Bed¬ 
fordshire line. 

“We believe the head may have 
been lodged somewhere along the 
structure of the bridge in Sharn¬ 
brook, and as part of the recent 
cleaning process, has been dis¬ 
lodged, found its way into the skip 
and deposited at the quarry in Me¬ 
pal. 

“We have been working very 
closely with anthropologists at the 
Natural History Museum in London 
to establish the age and gender of 
the deceased, as well as the Nation¬ 
al Crime Agency’s Missing Persons 
Database, which unfortunately has 
not shown any DNA matches. 

“I would urge anyone who has 
any suspicions around who this 
person may be to contact us.” 

Anyone with information is 
asked to contact the Major Crime 
Unit on 101 or Crimestoppers, 
anonymously, on 0800 555 111, or 
via their online reporting system at 
www. crim es topp ers - uk. org 



lieve the man was aged between 
30 and 50 at the time of his death, 
which could have been as long 
ago as the 1960s, although experts 
believe it is more likely to have oc¬ 
curred about 10 years ago. 

A post-mortem examination 
came back inconclusive, and the 
cause of death remains to be un¬ 


known. 

A quarry worker said at the time 
of the discovery: “My colleague col¬ 
lected the skip where he saw noth¬ 
ing out of the ordinary, and put a 
cover over the top to stop anything 
falling out during transit. 

“When he got back to our site, 
he took the cover off and spotted 


something straight away. 

“He said, ‘what on earth is that’, 
and his first thought was that it was 
a mannequin’s head.” 

A Cambridgeshire police spokes¬ 
woman confirmed this week there 
was no major breakthrough in the 
investigation and the investigation 
remains ongoing.

Woman freed 
from jail 
on appeal 

A WOMAN jailed for torching the 
curtains in her flat has been freed 
by top judges who said she needs 
help, not punishment. 

Helen Neal, of Ely, started the 
fire while a family with a young 
baby was in the flat above. 

The 28-year-old, of West Fen 
Road, was locked up for 20 
months after a trial at Cambridge 
Crown Court in March, after 
admitting reckless arson. 

But her sentence was replaced 
this week by judges at the Court 
of Appeal in London with a two- 
year community order. 

The court heard that Neal set 
fire to the curtains in her then 
home in Ely, on November 15 last 
year. 

Although no-one was harmed, 
there were other people in the 
building at the time, including a 
family in the flat above hers. 

Neal's lawyers argued she 
should not have been sent to 
prison, because it would not help 
her deal with the issues which led 
her to committing the offence. 

The judge, sitting with Mr 
Justice Andrew Gilbard, said 
Neal should have been given a 
sentence which would allow her 
to get the help she needs. 

Neal was also handed a 30-day 
rehabilitation requirement.

Boorman, whose films

He'd had 
accidents and 
broken bones before, 
but the crash in 
Portugal was his worst 
yet. He was overtaking a 
car when it turned left, 
clipping him and 
sending him careering into a wall. 
He was conscious throughout but 
in excruciating pain. 

"The thing I remember most was 
flying through the air and seeing 
the pavement and wall coming 
towards me and thinking, 'This is 
going to hurt! After the initial 
impact, I remember tumbling 
really hard. It felt like my whole 
body had been jarred. 

"I've crashed a lot in the past. I've 
broken my hand and collarbone 
but what made this one 
complicated was that I broke both 
legs, which is why I ended up lying 
in bed for three months. It was six 
months before I could walk on one 
leg." 

His injuries initially required six 
hours of surgery and he had to 
wear a frame to protect his left leg 
for three months to allow the bone 
to knit properly. Even now, he’s not 
sure if he'll need further surgery. 

Today, he chuckles when 
recalling the moment he was told 
he might lose his leg, but he wasn't 
laughing when the Portuguese 
surgeon broke the news. "I lay 
there cold as stone, trying to 
imagine life without a leg. Even if it 
was amputated below the knee, I'd 
never ride a motorbike," he writes. 

He was airlifted to a London 


where he 

spent months following 
a succession of further 
operations. 

As well as the frame 
around his left leg, he had to wear a 
large grey boot to stabilise his right 
ankle. 

There were some dark times 
during his recovery, he admits. 

"I'm lying in bed with a giant 
boot on my right leg and this giant 
cage on my left leg, I couldn't lie on 
my side and my left leg was so 
painful. There were times when I 
thought I might never walk again. 

"When they started 
talking about losing the 
leg, I was left lying there 
on my own, which is when 
the creepy-crawlies come 
into your head at night 
and you can't sleep. 

"I'd flick the telly on. I'd 
often put movies on that 
I'd watched before, so I 
didn't have to concentrate 
but would distract my 
mind. There were moments when I 
was very low and there were dark 
days, but I never lost hope. 

"All I could really think of was 
how long it was going to take me to 
get back on a bike." 

His wife Olivia - they have been 
married for 27 years and have two 
daughters - has been a rock during 
his convalescence. 

"Oily’s a pragmatist, little fazes 
her. When something goes wrong, 


emotions don't come into it," he 
writes. "She just focuses on what 
needs to be done. That's probably 
just as well given the life she's had 
being married to me." 

At the start of 2017, he got back 
on to a geared bike. 

"It felt awesome. I'd been 
thinking about it for a while. I just 
went up and down the road at first 
and my wife filmed it." 

Now, he's riding every day in 
London and says he finds it easier 
than walking. 

"I'm not walking brilliantly. I'm 
walking unaided and doing a lot of 
work with this guy I used 
to do Pilates with in the 
Eighties. Nowit's all about 
building up the muscle 
strength again." 

He admits he still has 
pain in both legs. 

"There's a possibility 
I'm only going to get back 
to 80% of what I was," he 
admits. "Running isn't 
going to be an option any 
more. I've got a limp." 

But optimism is never far away. 
"At the moment I'm starting to walk 
again properly and I'm now 
planning to do motorcycle tours in 
Africa again. 

"In my mind, in the next few 
months I'll be back at 100%. Maybe 
my body isn't quite so springy as it 
was, but you've got to be positive."

A long road 
to recovery 

After a devastating accident in which he nearly 
lost a leg, TV's motorbike-mad journeyman Charley 
Boorman tells HANNAH STEPHENSON he's back 
in the saddle and planning more adventures 


H E HAS travelled the world, 
motorcycling around the 
globe with his good pal 
Ewan McGregor for the TV 
series Long Way Round 
and Long Way Down and doesn't 
know what career he would have 
followed had it not been for his 
love of two wheels. 

But just over a year ago, TV 
presenter and adventurer Charley 
Boorman had a horrendous 
motorbike accident in Portugal. His 
left leg was so badly shattered - the 
bone was protruding from the skin 
- doctors thought he might lose it. 

He also broke and dislocated his 
right ankle, broke his hand and 
ended up in a protective leg cage 
for three months. 

When Ewan heard he had been 
hurt, 50-year-old Charley recalls: 
"He couldn't believe it. He said, 
'Charley never crashes! He was 
away working when I had the crash 
but the minute he got back, he 
came over to see me and we hung 
out a bit. He was shocked at the 
severity of it." 

Today, the genial, ever-optimistic 
Charley admits he still walks with a 
limp and sometimes takes 
painkillers - but he just makes 
himself get on with life and is 
already planning his next trip. 

"I'm hobbling but I'm back on 
the bikes. I’ve been sneaking on to 
a moped since July, but wasn't 
really telling anybody. I couldn't 
help myself. 

"With a moped I didn't need to 
change gear. But I've been properly 
back on the bike since January." 

The London-born journeyman's 
convalescence has given him time 
to write Long Way Back, which 
charts his road to recovery, 
interspersed with memories of his 
childhood growing up in Ireland 
and Los Angeles - his father is 
famous film director John

books whose narrator 
is so well-written, so 
human and instantly 
engaging, that they 
have you right from 
the first line. 

Such is the case 
with Gail Honeyman's Eleanor 
Oliphant. It's unremarkable as first 
lines go, "When people ask me what 
I do - taxi drivers, hairdressers - I 
tell them I work in an office", but it 
poses questions and tees up the 
most heartwarming and refreshing 
debut I've read in some time. 

Eleanor has worked at the same 
boring job for eight years. She has 
the same routine: home to her 
council flat, the Archers and pasta 
with pesto and salad for tea. 

On a Friday evening, she buys a 
margarita pizza and two bottles of 
vodka to see her through the 
weekend: "Monday takes a long time 
to come round". 

Eleanor, who's 31, was in care 
through much of her childhood and 
has hazy flashbacks to a traumatic 
event. When scruffy new office IT 
guy Raymond and Eleanor see an 
elderly man take a tumble, it draws 
the two of them together into a 
tentative friendship, which will 
eventually help to set Eleanor free.

THE second novel from 
the author of the 
much-praised The Bees 
is set in the near future 
and the action alternates 
between Britain and 
Arctic Norway as "very 
modern buccaneer" Sean 
Cawson pursues commercial 
success in Europe's far north, while 
haunted by the accidental (or was 
it?) death of his business partner, 
environmentally aware Tom Harding. 

Clues that this is set a few years 
from now include the fact that most 
of the ice at the North Pole has 
melted, opening a trade route 
across the top of the world and 
raising the prospect of both the 
exploitation of natural resources 
and great-power territorial disputes. 

This could have been preachy in a 
green sort of way but isn't. And 
much of the action takes place in 
that under-used source of drama, 
the British coroner's court.

a 'fire show' on the beach. 

The sky became illuminated with 
orange as the young men danced 
with lit torches, juggling with balls of 
flames and throwing them back and 
forth along a stretch of the white 
sand.

Huge growth in van 


numbers *a puzzle' 


T HE huge growth in UK van 
numbers is not being fuelled 
by the popularity of online 
shopping, a study has found. 

Just 4 per cent of the 3.7 million 
vans on the road are involved in 
delivering orders to consumers 
and businesses, according to 
analysis for motoring research 
charity the RAC Foundation. 

But they are believed to account 
for a disproportionately high 
number of miles travelled, some 
10 per cent of all van mileage. 

The growth in web retailing 
might actually have helped to limit 
traffic increases as people use 
their cars less to get to the shops, 


Prof Alan Braithwaite of LCP 
Consulting concluded. 

Prof Braithwaite's report 
suggested that 2.7 billion packages 
were delivered within the UK last 
year. 

The study speculates that 
widespread delivery van use could 
be replaced with local solutions 
involving micro collection hubs, 
drones or even robots. 

RAC Foundation director 
Steve Gooding said that despite 
a popular belief that the surge in 
van traffic is down to our "rapidly 
deepening love affair with online 
shopping", the research suggests 
that "sofa surfers might be helping 


to ease our traffic congestion 
woes". Mr Gooding continued: 
"The implications for our roads 
could be positive, where several 
car shopping trips are replaced 
by one van delivering to multiple 
households, though there is an 
issue where personal goods are 
being delivered to city centre 
offices through already congested 
streets. 

"The question of why there are 
so many more vans is still a puzzle. 

"Could it be the product of 
more small businesses and sole 
traders investing in vans and then 
using them both as a work tool 
and for family transport?"

T HE stunning Lexus LC 500 
sports coupe will cost from 
£76,595 when it arrives in the 
UK later this summer. 

The high powered 2 + 2 - it has 
performance to match a Porsche 
911 - will be available with 
normally aspirated 5.0-litre V8 and 
3.5-litre V6 hybrid powertrains. 

Each will set a first by having 
10-speed automatic transmissions 
complete with manual modes 
designed to exploit the car's 
potential to the full. 

Optional sports packs will be 
offered taking prices up to £85,895 
for versions fitted with a dynamic 
handling kit that includes an 
active rear spoiler and rear wheel 
steering. 

Based on the LF-LC concept 
Lexus first revealed at the Detroit 
motor show in 2012, the super- 
sleek LC coupe is 15ft 8in long yet 
just 4ft 5in high. 

It features plenty of aerodynamic 
styling including prominent body 
cuts, side mounted air scoops and 
ultra-slim LED headlamps. 

To save weight, Lexus has opted 
to fit the LC with run-flat tyres 
to eliminate the need for a spare 
wheel and has fixed the battery in 
the boot to help balance, although 
luggage space is tight at 197 litres 
for the V8 and 172 litres for the 
hybrid. 

With a front engine, rear wheel 



drive configuration all versions 
have sports suspension and a 
limited slip differential. 

Top speed for the V8 is close on 
1 70mph and the 471 bhp engine 
gives it a 0 to 60 acceleration of 
4.4 seconds. 

The 3.5-litre petrol/electric set 
up in the LC 500h is almost as 
quick with a maximum of 156mph 
and a 4.7 seconds 0 to 60 time. 
The combined power output of the 
hybrid system is rated at 354bhp. 

Lexus has yet to release fuel 
economy and emissions data but 
has said there will be no price 
differential between the V8 and 
the hybrid LC 500. 

The LC 500h is the first to 
make use of the new Lexus 
multi stage hybrid system which 
employs four drive zones within 
the CVT transmission to maximise 
torque and power bands under 
acceleration. 

Full UK specifications for the LC 
500 are to be announced soon 
and Lexus says that first deliveries 
are expected to take place around 
August time.
